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The report of the Union Pacific 
Railroad places the tlame upon the 
Government for “the waiting 
policy forced on the Directors,’’ 
which is alleged to be “a constant 
menace to the interests of the road.’’ 
This way of putting it seems to 
call up a rather important fact in 
the history of that corporation. 

The Union Pacific Railroad was 
built on a Government loan, and 
the stock and land grant were clear 
profit. The terms of the loan were 
clearly that it was to be paid in 
thirty years. Not satisfied with 
having received a gift of a railroad, 
aud almost an empire in land, the 
builders of that road proceeded to 
load up their property with bonds 
and watered stock. It has been al- 
ready known that the Government 
bonds would fall due at a fixed date; 
but the managers of the company 
preferred the profit of creating fiat 
stock values by the printing press 
rather than to meet the interest 
ard create a sinking fund for the 
principal of the debt. 

That course having been adopted 
whose fault is it that the corpora- 
tion does not know what it is going 
to do when the bonds mature? The 
‘ “menace to the interests of the 
road’”’ does not come from the wait- 
ing policy of the Government, but 
from the swindling policy of the 
corporation. There has been no 
reason shown yet why the rule that 
when individuals do not pay their 
debt they shall lose their property. 
siiall not be applied to the corpora- 
ticns.”’

The rainfall in California on 
Wednesday eatended all along the 
northern coast and all through the 
San Joaquin valley, ranging from 
an inch at Merced, where it was 
tuost needed, to one-twelfth of an 
inch at Traver, in the interior of 
Tulare county.

RESULT OF A QUARREL 


A New Railroad Scheme in Wy- 
oming.

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James G. Blaine Ril. 
St. Lovuts, April 8. 
“(The Globe Democrat prints the fol- 
lowing this morning: Word was re- 
ceived in St. Louis last night that 
James G. Blaine is seriously ill at Fort 
Gibson, Indian Territory, and that 
physicians have been telegrap hed for. 


Nothirg definite has been learned this 
morning, although various telegrams 
of inquiry have been sent to Fort Gib- 
son. 

A private telegram has been received 
here from Fort Gibson, Indian Terri- 
tory, stating that Mr.Blaine has a severe 
cold and is threatened with pneu- 
monia. 

Ancther private telegram from Fort 
Gibson received here at 12:30 P. M. 
says Blaine’s physician reports him 
doing very well; thet he has buta 
slight fever and that his vulse and 
tem perature are favoruble. 

R. C. Kerens, a near personal friend 
of Blaine, accom panied by Dr. H. H. 
Mudd, a prominent physician of this 
city, left bere atl Pp. M., by a special 
train, for Furt Gibson. None of the 
circumstances leading up to Blaine’s 
illmess are known here. The particu- 
lars are momentarily expected. The 
inference naturally rawn from 
the fact that a physician has gone 
from here to see, and perhaps 
attend to Blaine,and in the face ofa 
plausible fact there is a skilled army 
surgeon at Fort Gibson, is that he is, 
or is likely to be, seriously ill. To de- 
termine this, however, further advices 
will have to be awaited. Meantime 
private telegrams previously referred 
to giving a statement of Blaine’s phys- 
icians is as follows: “Blaine is doing 
well; only a slight fever; pulse good— 
80 per minute; respiration, 181.”’ 


A New Raliroad Scheme. 
CHEYENNE, Wyo., April 8. 
Articles of incorporation of the 
Cheyenne & Burlington R. R. Co., 
were filed yesterday at the office of 
the Secretary of the Territory. G. W.

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A WOOLEN MILL. 


Good Reasous Why One Should be 
Bulit in Reno. 


Says th» Dayton News Reporter 
of the 7th inst: “Nevada sheep- 
msn are clamoring for a woolen 
mill in the State, They say that 
the wool production of Nevada is 
large enough to keep a mill 1s large 
as apy one in the world running 
continually, and that while the 
owners of such a mill would make 
money, it would also be profitable 


for wool-prodavers. We talked the 
other day with a man who owns 
10,000 head of sheep. He says that 
a wool mill ou the banks of the 
Truckee would save him $1,000 a 
year by evabling him to yet pay 
for all his wool. As thiougs vow are 
he has to sell bis wool unwashed, 
aud he is saticfied the allowance 
for dirt in the wool which buyers 
insist upon, robs him of $1,000 on 
the fleeces of 10,000 sheep. Woo!l- 
growers are at the mercy of buyers 
in his respect. They say ‘ We'll 
decuct so many pounds from the 
gross weight of your wool and pay 
so much per pound for what re- 
maius; you may take it or leave it 
alone.’ Individual growers cannot 
afford to wash their wvol—in fact, 
it can only b» profitably cleaned in 
connection with an establishment 
for working itinto fabrics. Our in- 
formant says that capitalists seek- 
ing investment do not understand 
the situation or Nevada would have 
had a wvovlen milllongago, The 
market for woolen goods is at the 
Kast and in Europe. Under the 
Inter-State Commerce law freight 
on such goods is materially less 
from Revo than from Pacific Coast 
points to the Atlantic. Therefore a 
woolen mill at Leno could success- 
fully compete with those of Cali- 
fornia, which would be its only 
rival; as the mills of the East de- 
pend upon tuis coast for their wool 
supply. He says that if capitalists 
don’t build a woolen mill at Reno 
soon, the wool-growers of the State 
wili combine and buill one them- 
selves.”’

The New Schedule Freight Rates. 

So far as can be learved there are 
no marked changes in the Central 
Pacific’s freight rates, just adopted, 
between San Francisco, Sacra- 
meuto and this town, except for 
horse shoes, nails, iron and a few 


other commodities of that charac- 
ter. For such the rates have here- 
tofore been 78 cents per 100 pounds 
by the carload from San Francisco 
and 75 cents from Sacramento. 
Under the new schedule they have 
been advanced to $1 22 from the 
former city and $1 06 from the lat- 
ter. The other rates between San 
Francisco and Reno remain sub- 
stantially the seme, as follows: 
Firat, second, third and fourth 
classes, which embrace green and 
canned fruits, case goods, hardware, 
groceries, goods in bulk, flour, 
wheat, coal, etc., $128 per 100 
pounds. By the carload—class 5 and 
A, $1 22; and C, 47 ceuts; D and 
i, 34} cents. When nails, horse 
shoes, iron and other like goods are 
shipped in lots less thau carloads 
they come under the head of class 
1. Furniture by the carload comes 
under the head of Band U. Ores, 
in carload, come under the head of 
class D; leas thao carload, class 4. 
The new schedule bas not yet been 
completed.
